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QUAYLE ACTION 

1 . The Pre-appeal Brief Request filed on October 1 , 2009 has been received. A pre- 
appeal conference was held (see paper no. 06) and it has been determined that the 
outstanding rejection under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph should be withdrawn. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 1 , line 29, the recitation "lateral oriented" is awkward and should read 
--laterally oriented-; in line 30, the recitation "not necessarily falls" is awkward and 
should read --does not necessarily fall-. 

On page 2, line 2, -to be- should be inserted after "shown"; in lines 6 and 21 , 
"cut off' should read - cut-off - for clarity. 

On page 3, line 1 , "knifes" should read -knives-; in line 6, "knifes" should read 
-knives-, and "securing that" is not sufficiently clear as to what is being described; in 
line 7, "simultaneously" should read -simultaneous-; in line 12, -will- should be 
inserted before "be essentially"; in lines 17 and 18, "knifes" should read -knives-; in 
line 28, a comma -,- should be inserted after "invention"; in line 29, "eccentric" should 
read -eccentrically-. 

On page 4, lines 1, 7 and 8, "knifes" should read -knives-; in line 9, "pneumatic, 
electric or electromagnetic" should read - pneumatically, electrically or 
electromagnetically- or the like; in line 12, a comma -,- should be inserted after 
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"following"; in lines 15, 17 and 18, "knifes" should read --knives--; in line 22, "which" 
should be deleted for clarity; in line 31 , "knifes" should read -knives--, and "and" should 
be deleted. 

On page 5, lines 2 and 3, "knifes" should read -knives-; in line 3, a comma 
should be inserted after "figure"; in line 5, a comma -,- should be inserted after 
"figures"; in line 11, "simultaneously" should read -simultaneous-; in line 13, "knifes" 
should read -knives-; in line 16, "cut off' should read ~ cut-off - for clarity; in lines 
23-24, the recitation "edges of the knifes 4', 5' " is inaccurate and should be changed to 
read -edges 4', 5' of the knives 4, 5-; in lines 24 and 26, each occurrence of "knifes" 
should read -knives-. 

On page 6, line 5, a comma should be inserted after "3", and "eccentric" 
should read -eccentrically-; in line 9, "knifes" should read -knives-; in line 15, a 
comma should be inserted after "4"; in line 17, "second" should read -lower- for 
consistency and clarity, and "arranged in" is inaccurate and should read -slidably 
arranged on-; in line 18, a comma -,- should be inserted after "Below" for clarity; in 
line 19, a comma -,- should be inserted after "seen" for clarity; in line 24, "cut off' 
should read - cut-off - for clarity. 

On page 7, lines 1,2, 12 and 18, "knifes" should read -knives-; in line 2, "then" 
should read -the-; in line 7, -a- should be inserted before "start"; in line 9, a comma 
-,- should be inserted after '5"; in line 15, a comma -,- should be inserted after 
"Above" for clarity, and -an- should be inserted before "embodiment". 

Appropriate correction is required. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-14 are allowable over the prior art of record.

4. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters 
described above. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice 
under Ex parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213, (Comm'r Pat. 1935).
